By the resignation of Adam Olimart
there will be two directors to elect at
the annual school meeting In March.
That will be the most fmportant
school meetiog ever held nt Salem.

Salem school district has a bonded
detit of 843,000, and by next July will
have an estimated floating debt of
825,000,

The schonl district is paylng about
#MO000 a year luterest, at rates ranglng
from six, seven, elght to nine per ceot
Ll @ past year,

About 816,000 bonds drawing elght
per cent fall due In 1900 and will huve
tu be refuaded or provisions wade for
puyiog them.

The district should elect two men
for directors who will favor funding
the debt of the district ot
cent interest ore less, thus reducing

The distriet should elect the best
class of business men for diractors
who will finance the district frow the
standpoint of the taxpayer, notin the
Interest of bondholders and money-
lenders.
